Set New Record 


A new circulation record was 
set in 1952 by the Adams County 
Free Library when book loans 
totaled 121.214 or nearly three 
books for every resident of the 
county. It was the first time in 
the seven-year history of the 
library th at such a total had 
been approached and compared 
with 95.425 in 1951. 
Tile report of Mrs. Mary S. 
Wilson, librarian, showed that 
94.562 of the loans were made at 
school stations served by the 
bookmobile and that juvenile 
readers accounted for 108.695 of 
the loans. More than 22,000 of 
the loans were made at the main 
library for an average of nearly

Worse; More Adults Stricken 
During 1952, Says NFIP Head 


The year just past saw “polio 
incidence petting worse in about 
the same proportion that March of 
Dimes research was getting bet­ 
ter,” Basil O’Connor, president of 
the National Foundation for Infan­ 
tile Paralysis, said Friday in a re­ 
view of "Polio 1952." 
“The fight between man and 
polio has become a bitter tug-of-

Dimes campaign can decide in fa­ 
vor of mankind," Mr. O'Connor de­ 
clared. adding. 
“While scientists, supported by j 
the March of Dimes, sought a 
means of preventing polio's crip­ 
pling after-effects rn a mass test of j 
55.000 youngsters, polio claimed 
approximately the same number of! 
victims throughout the country — j 
in an outburst as perverse as it j 
was unprecedented ” 
In a vear-end tabulation through

polio cases in 1952 — compared to 
the previous high of 42,033 cases in 
1949 This made 1952 by far the 
worst polio year of all time.

“ All previous concepts 
of the disease in its epidemic 
form had to be scrapped. The old, 
unofficial thumb rule for describ­ 
ing an epidemic as any incidence 
rate of 20 or more cases per 100.- 
000 population had simply lost its 
meaning under an avalanche of 
polio victims."

“Polio WAS more widespread in 
1952. It struck more adults; it was

O'Connor said, "that children in­ 
jected with the blood substance 
enjoy a degree of temporary pro­ 
tection from the prarlytic effects 
of polio. This is far from a final 
answer to polio, for a lasting im­ 
munity is sought, and supplies of 
gamma globulin are limited.

Orders Normandy Invasion 


The time was 4:15 am., June 5, 1944. The place, command headquarters in south­ 
ern England. 
Fierce winds and rain lashed the small, dark buildings. Elsewhere, in the ports 
and on the airfields, thousands of men, planes and ships waited to begin the 
greatest military assault in history. 
They awaited only the word of one man—Dwight D. Eisenhower. Inside the 
blacked out headquarters he wrestled with the heaviest, loneliest decision of his 
life. 
The invasion of Normandy already had been postponed 24 hours because of bad 
weather. Only a slight Improvement was promised for June 6. To attack then and 
have the weather turn worse could mean disaster even before the beaches were 
hit. But to postpone it again would mean a two weeks' delay until the right moon, 
sun and tide conditions returned. 
Ike decided. The great invasion began on Juno 6. The weather held. 
This was the start of the long road across Europe to the Elbe—a road studded 
with such places and events as Omaha Beach, the Saint Lo breakthrough, Patton s 
sweep across France, the liberation of Paris, Battle of the Bulge, the Remagen 
bridge, the crossing of the Rhine in the north, the Ruhr encirclement.
